Compounds according to claim 1 wherein X is O or S 
and A is pyridyl. These are classifiable in Class 546, 
subclass 269 and 274. 
Group 2 

Compounds according to claim 1 wherein A is thienyl 
and X is oxygen. These are classifiable in Class 549, 
Subclass 60 . 
Group 3 

Compounds according to claim 1 wherein X is 
sulfur and A is thienyl. These are classifiable in Class 
549, subclasses 49 and 58. 
Group 4 

Compounds according to claim 1 wherein X is NR ' and 
A represents pyrazinyl, pyridyl, thienyl or f uryl . These 
are classifiable in class 546, subclass 166. 
Group 5 

Compounds according to claim 1 wherein A represents 
pyridazinyl. These are classifiable in class 544, 
subclass 238.

Compounds according to claim 1 wherein A represents 
pyrimidyl. These are classifiable in Class 544, 
subclasses 242 and 335. 

These inventions are independent and distinct 
because there is no patentable co-action among the 
various compounds and a reference anticipating one 
member will not render another obvious. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the 
reasons given above, and have acquired a separate status 
in the art as shown by their different classification 
restriction for examination purposes as indicated is 
proper .
